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Chapter 1: The Space in Between 

I had initially wrote this book with the sincere 
intentions to express a new doctrine capable 
of experimenting within the occult however, I 
have begun to report on a new social 
phenomena surrounding 'edgy' adolescents, 
’sick' and 'demented' serial killers and 
self-righteous socio-cultural interpretations of 
surface reality and justice itself (i.e I lost any 
point in pushing a agenda). 





For starters in the New Millennium generation 
or Gen Z era, we have two contrasting and 
conflicting interpretations of Satanism. One 
bringing us to the conclusion that Satan does 
not exist and one being that Satan is one to 
worshipped (in other words he does exist).

Another common characteristic of the 
Atheistic Satanist is PR campaigns, and though

trendy or accessible for the common folk but I 
have labeled this interpretation of Satanism 
"watered down" for a particular reason. If you 
have noticed, there are major differences 
between the TST and 09A, CoS and ToS, etc. 
which is how far they are willing to go for this 
belief. More often than not, Atheists in all 
avenues of beliefs will not walk the line of 
religious superstition and rituals as bizarre as 
V.K Jehannum's or E.A Koetting's. 

However, on the other hand E.A will go to the 
extreme of beating himself with leather straps 
to offer something to Asmodeus, a demon of 
the Goetia, in order to achieve a goal of his. 
People are more often than not disturbed by 
the extremity of these Satanic rituals and they 
have become rather distrustful of what these 
things offer. This is why the TST is so hellbent 
(no pun intended) on their PR campaign. So 
people usually try to find the space in 
between, a middleground to escape the more 



troubling aspects of religious satanism in 
exchange for some sort of achievement with 
the guarantee of independence unlike a 
faustian pact with the Devil. 

There are some options then; Michael Ford, 
Aleister Crowley, white magic, some new age 
fusions, Carl Jung, and Paganism. All of these 
together have a less harmful connotation than 
the grounded 'cult-like' Theistic Satanism. Or 
that's what some think... These things offer a 
alternative to the harsh and dark aspects of 
the more traditional versions of satanism but 
compromised their beliefs to become more 
accessible to the people who want to stay in 
their comfort zone. So people search for a less 
risky and ultimately more complicated 
explanation to the tribulations of life and 
whatnot. 

As a result we have these incredibly complex 
and long, strung out philosophical 
pseudo-intellectual quasi-’spirituality’ 
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masquerading as Satanism in order to 
decrease tensions among these other religions 
and be able to be practiced among the 
common folk. This is exactly what Christianity 
has become with their new age spiritualism 
that will be dead in the next few years I 
predict because of the ineffectiveness of their 
change. You could kill someone in this new 
version of Christianity, molest a child and 
conduct a terrorist act upon elderly women 
and even still you are accepted into the 
church and ultimately Heaven as long as you 
complete this baptism and say the magic 
words to receive salvation. Now Satanism will 
take the same route and it just takes 
something as simple as being essentially edgy 





or 'doing what you want' to become a Satanist. 
Really? 

If so, then why not start your own little sect of 
Satanism and let's call it 'Cheeseball Satanism' 
where the worship of gouda is incorporated 
into our rituals and jack cheese is the evil 
spirit we call upon to assist us in our daily 
endeavours? That is complete nonsense but 
there are people out there who say that it 
doesn't matter if you worship the flying 
spaghetti monster seriously and 
wholeheartedly because essentially Satanism 
is all about 'Do What Thou Wilt' or doing what 
you want. If you think I am confusing Satanism 
with Thelema, think again because this is 
commonly said amongst the Satanists in the 
media when they talk about individualism. 

I think this could fundamentally be changed 
entirely if we were to address the question of 
what Satanism really is, which is a topic in the 
sea of discussion I will touch upon.

Judeo-Christian Alternative Satanism or insert 
order/sect/philosophy of Satanism here. 
Satanism is becoming like Christianity, where 
there are too many denominations. There are 
currently around 43,000 denominations of 
Christianity and there are growing concerns 
that give or take a couple decades Satanism 
may suffer from the same. I don't think it will 
reach that number in actuality but it will 
definitely take some time before something 
similar happens. And no, it is not bad to 
experiment with the occult but there is a fine 
line between insanity or plain stupidity and the 
real deal. Here we go. 
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Chapter 2: A DVD Copy of Freedom 

Hundreds of years ago, witches have been 
persecuted by religious zealots who 
themselves partake in the worship of a dead 
man who was found to be the idol of the 
Catholic Church. Sounds pretty extreme so 
far? Well, take into factor; unleashing a 
genocide upon humanity using a flood, burning 
entire cities into ash, battling giants, walking 
on water, turning water into wine than vice 
versa, turning women into pillars of salt and 
apparently unicorns. Now that's crazy! But we 
are missing one thing: The Devil. 

One of the main counterarguments to Theistic 
Satanism is that he is apart of the mythology 
in Christianity and that it is apart of a folktale. 
Unless you believe in prehistoric Satanism 
where the Devil was a concept before 
Christianity was even born. After all Paganism 
and pre-Christian dogma was practiced before 
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Paul established the first church. There we 
have a conflict.
